IMPROVEMENT IN LEAD SMELTING, 


S1R,—Owing to various engagements, Ihave been unable until now 
to reply to the two letters in the Journal of the 17th inst., respecting 


Mr. Forster’s improved Ore-Hearth. In the first place, an “ Old 
Smelter” doubts the accuracy of my statement regarding the quan- 
tity of coals used in smelting aton of lead. These doubts may, pro- 
bably, arise from an impression that the quantity of coals stated are 
used both in roasting and smelting, but this is not the case; the 
quantity given being what is actually used in smeltingalone. Iknow 
it to bea fact that in the North of England, where the Scotch hearth 
is universally employed, from 2 to 2} ewts. of coals to every ton of 
lead is the full quantity allowed for smelting ore of average per- 
centage. Iam, therefore, led to believe—from an “ Old Smelter’s” 
very extaordinary statement—that from 9 to 12 ewts. of coal are re- 
quired to smelt a ton of ore, that heis either not a smelter, or, at all 
events, not a practical one. 

Another of your correspondents asks— What per cent. of lead 
was obtained from ore of a given percentage in the old hearth? 
and how many tons of ore can Mr. Forster’s hearth smelt in a week 
of (say) 126 hours?” In consequence of the ore at Lead Hills Lead 
Mines being mixed with sulphates and phosphates of lead, the per- 
centage varies, but 79 per. cent. may be considered an average. By 
the old hearth, at the first fire, 66 per cent. was the average obtained, 
whilst by the new hearth 70°5 per cent. is produced. The quantity 
of ore smelted at the old hearths at Lead Hills was 12 tons per week, 
whilst at the new hearths 36 tons are smelted. At the smelting 
works in the North of England, where the ore is more pure, 16 tons 
of ore per week is the quantity smelted at each hearth; and I have 
no doubt but that, with similar ore, Mr. Forster’s improved hearth 
would be quite capable of smelting 48 tons per week of 126 hours,

America. This is a table from 10 to 14 ft, long, and from 4 to 6 ft. 
wide, slung by means of four chains leaning back, and with its head 
resting against a block of timber. It is pushed forward by means 
of a lever, and when released swings back against the block with a 
smart blow, making from 20 to 50 blows per minute, The sand and 
water are run on to the head of the table, and flow down it, carrying 
off the ligher material, the heavier being retained on the table, and 
gradually brought up to the head by the force of the percussion 
blow. In dressing ordinary ores a table of the size mentioned will put, 
through from 1 to 14 ton in 12 hours, and the material retained on it 
is still mixed with such a proportion of the poor waste as to require a 
second, and sometimes a third, dressing. These known defects evi- 
dently rendered the percussion table inapplicable to the concentra- 
tion of the sulphides in this colony, where material and labour are 
so costly, however useful it may be under more favourable condi- 
tions in this respect. The object in trying the table was, therefore, 
to see if its defects could not be remedied, or the percussion principle 
applied to more advantage. Careful observation of the working of 
# small percussion table soon led to the conclusion that the cause of 
its imperfect action was the heavy bank formed upon it by the sand, 
which prevented the blow from producing its full effect on the heavier 
particles; and it was evident that the action would be much im- 
proved if the sand on the table eould be kept loose, in a semi-fluid 
state, so as to allow the blow to produce a maximum effect. When 
finely ground ore is suspended in disturbed water, a blow given to 
the side of the vessel containing the mixture will check the current, 
and tend to settle the materials in suspension in the order of their 
specific gravity, the heavier particles falling first ; and even where 
gold, or any of the sulphides, are in such a fine state of division as 
to float on the surface of the water, a similar blow will at once cause 
them to sink, and at the same time draw them towards the point 
where the blow is applied. This is the action of the percussion 
table; and when the sand on the tables is kept loose the pyrites, 
however finely crushed, are thrown down by the sudden check given 
to the current of water by the percussion blow, and drawn below the

‘This has been too 
often the case in Cornwall. Several of our best mines have been stopped at 
shallow depths, and when worked the second time have proved exceedingly rich, 
The best of our lead mines now in Cornwall (I may name Herodsfoot and West 
Chiverton) did not present better appearances at the same depth than these 
mines. We must bear in mind that Nature has so formed the earth that man 
cannotdial down on the top of a deposit of ore—if so, it cannot be called a hidden 
treasure; but there are certain indications that practical miners know which 
lead them to the main deposits of ore. I was talking a few days ago with an 
old tributer, who told me he had worked six months for nothing, entirely on cer- 
tain indications, knowing he should mect with a deposit of ore before leaving 
his pitch, as he calls it, and in the end has got a start—100/. in one month ; and 
although the old tributer knew there were indications that would lead him to 
a good deposit, yet he did not know the distance it was before him. Soin East 
and South Jane—there are extraordinary good indications for large deposits of 
lead to be found in deeper sinking. I say try down, and you won't forget the 
remarks made above.

That 
finally adopted is not unlike the prong of a sluice-fork, and is made 
of quarter-inch nailrod iron, each stirrer being 18 inches in length, 
with the end slightly curved. They are set about 14 inch apart, in 
rows, each row being fixed into an axle workingon gudgeons, 9 inches 
above the bottom of the table, on which the curved ends of the stir- 
rers always rest, the axles allowing each row of stirrers to rise or fall 
with the table. The bed of the table is covered with light boiler- 
plate, to reduce the wear, as grooves are soon formed in a wooden 
bottom, which impede the action of stirrers. The sand and water 
are passed over a distributing board, which deliversthem in an even 
sheet over the sloping head, clear of the sand on the table. The sus- 
pending chains have regulating screws on each for the purpose of 
adjusting the levels. The upper chains are fixed, but the lower ones 
pass over and are attached to a roller, by means of which the in- 
clination of the table can be altered at pleasure without disturbing 
the cross levels. When put to work, the table is set with a slight 
inclination to the head, and is gradually lowered whenever the sand 
at the head collects to over 2} inches in depth. After working a 
longer or a shorter time, according as the sand operated on may be 
poor in sulphides, or the contrary, the table will become loaded with 
pyrites. The tailings should then be diverted to a spare machine, 
and clean water only allowed to runoverthetable. Ina fewminutes 
the bulk of the pyrites will have collected at the head, when the 
table must be stopped, the pyrites shovelled out, and then the work 
resumed as before. Hitherto the machine has only been worked at 
the Good Hope Mine, the table used there being a small one, 2 feet 
9 inches wide, with a bed 7 feet long. Through this was passed the 
waste tailings from four heads of stamps (i.c., from 35 to 40 tons per 
week), and curcfally sampled at short intervals before going into 
the table, and after leaving it, the samples being all filtered through 
close-woven calico, The assay of these samples made at the office 
of the Port Phillip Company gave the following results :—Gold con- 
tents of waste tailings before going on to the table, 17 dwts. 22 grs, 
of gold per ton; after leaving the table, 3 dwts, 4 grs. per ton; 
amount of gold retained in sand on the table, 14 dwts, 18 ers. perton; 
equal to &2°3 per cent. of total goldcontents. The gold-bearing ma- 
terial saved on the table consisted principally of decomposed pyrites 
converted into oxide of iron, It is probable that each of these par- 
ticles of oxide contains a nucleus of undecomposed sulphide, yet the 
partial oxidation is sufficient to so reduce the specific gravity as to 
render it much more difficult to effect separation from the quartz 
sand, and the saving of such a large proportion of this material is 
equivalent to a saving of from 90 to 95 per cent. of the undecom- 
posed sulphides. Three of these tables are now in course of erection 
at the Good Hope Mine, and one at the Clunes, where its effective 
working on different kinds of material will be carefully observed, 
and the results laid before the Society in another paper. Hitherto 
the close concentration of the sulphides in the waste tailings could 
not be effected without such an increase in the loss as more than 
balanced the gain, through having to treat a smaller quantity of py- 
ritous sand. With the table a much higher degree of concentration 
can be effected without risk than by any other means previously dis- 
covered, and there will be a corresponding decrease in the cost per 
ounce extracted. No doubt experience will lead to improvements in 
the working and construction of this table, but even in its present 
form it surmounts the difficulty which has so long stopped the way ; 





EXTRACTION OF GOLD—RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTS, 
(Continued from the Mining Journal of November 17.) 

As regards the larger grains of pyrites, this concentration is par- 
tially effected on the blanket strakes, and it is the sulphides obtained 
from them, together with a portion separated from the waste tailings, 
which have been operated on at the Clunes works at a cost of about 
17. per ounce of gold extracted, leaving 37. per ounce for profit. The 
common reverberatory furnace was first used for roasting, but it was 
found to require such a large expenditure of labour and time in turn- 
ing over the sand—so as to allow of every portion being exposed to 
the action of the heated air for a sufficient length of time to ensure 
perfect oxidation of the sulphides—as to render it a very costly pro- 
cess. To remedy this defect a new oxidating furnace was designed, 
which has now been in use at the Clunes works for three years: this 
is a reverberatory furnace, with an inclined bed from 30 to 50 feet 
long, and from 5 to 6 ft. wide. The bed is inclined at an angle that 
will allow the undisturbed sand to remain at reston it, but still make 
it easy to rake down through doorways at the side. The sand to be 
| roasted is fed in at the upper end of the bed, and is gradually raked 
down—its place being supplied by fresh charges—until it reaches the 
lower end of the bed completely desulphurised, and is then discharged 
through a narrow opening between the bed and the fire bridge. This 
furnace may be supplied with heated air by tubes over the fire, hollow 
fire-bars communicating with a hollow bridge, and, if necessary, with 
| a coil of air pipes in the ash-pit, the object being to supply a large 
| amount of oxygen in the heated air, to combine with the sulphur

disintegration, to allow of the liberation of the gold. The sand is 
spread over the bed of the furnace in a thin layer, and requires about 
two hours’ time to be roasted perfectly at a dull red heat. As soon 
asit comes out of the furnace the heated sand is quenched with water, 
and when cool it is ground and amalgamated in a damp state in 
Chilian mills—a very good system, first introduced into this colony 
by Mr. Hinck. About 2 ewts. of roasted sand is placed in the mill 
fora charge, with half its weight of mercury ; this is ground for 
half an hour, the mercury breaking up, and being distributed through 
the sand in small globules. When it is supposed the mercury has 
had time to absorb the gold, water is admitted, and the globules col- 
lect together again. The sand is then flushed out, and another charge 
placed in the mill. Some of the broken mercury escapes with the 
sand, and provision must be made for its separation from the waste 
before the latter finally passes away. The following return gives the 
results obtained at the Clunes works for the first six months of the 
current year, operating on the pyritous sand in the way described 
befere :—Quantity of concentrated sand treated, 183 tons ; amount 
of gold obtained, 539 ozs. 17 dwts. ; cost of concentrating and reduc- 
ing, 560/.; profit on the six months’ work, 14227, 5s. 8d. ; proportion 
of the total gold contents obtained, 37 per cent.; loss of mercury, 
2-8 lbs. per ton of sand treated. This loss was heaviest at the be- 
ginning of the year; in the last parcel treated it was reduced to 1°6 Ib. 
of mercury per ton. Changes are now in contemplation, intended

| JNEXHAUSTIBLE Ivory,—New Siberia and the Isle of Lakon are, 
for the most part, only an agglomerationof sand, ice, and elephants’ 
teeth. At every tempest the sea casts ashore fresh heaps of mam- 
moth tusks, and the inhabitants are able to drive a protitable trade 
in the fossil ivory thrown up by the waves. During summer innumerable fisher- 
men’s barques direct their course to this isle of bones, and in winter immense 
‘aravans take the same route, all the convoys, drawn by dogs, returning charged 
with the tusks of the mammoth, weighing each from 150 to 200 1bs. ‘The fossil 
ivory thus obtained from the frozen north is imported into China and Europe, 
where it is employed for the same purposes as ordinary ivory, which is furnished, 
as we known, by the elephant and hippopotamus of Africa and Asia.

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PRINCESS OF WALES SLATE COMPANY. 


The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the com- 
pany’s offices, Old Jewry Chambers, on Tuesday, 
Mr, JAMES Maw in the chair. 
Mr. CHARLES H. HARVEY (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meetinggand the subjoined report was submitted :— 


In presenting their first report to the shareholders, the directors have to re- 
mark that the general meeting has been delayed longer than was intended in 
consequence of the non-completion of a most important arrangement which was 
in progress for obtaining unlimited tip ground for waste on the east side of the 
vein and contiguous thereto, and also the land necessary for a railway to connect 
with the main line to Carnarvon. These objects, as will be seen by reference to 
the map, are of the greatest importance to this quarry, and, in the matter of the 
railway, places it cousiderably in advance of the Prince of Wales Quarry, as 
there will be no ascending gradient from the quarry to reach the main line, but 
an easy descent for the whole distance of about one mile and a-haif. Over this 
line the whole of the traffic from the Prince of Wales Quarry to Carnarvon will 
have to pass, and that company must either contribute largely to the cost of 
constructing this branch line or pay a toll tothe Princess of Wales Company for 
the use of it. In eithercase the line will be a matter of verysmall burthen, and 
may be a source of large profit to this company. In the same ground proposed 
to be granted to this company there are very large deposits of slate, of the same 
character as that from the Prince and Princess of Wales Quarries, probably the 
same veins. If desired these can also be secured for the benefit of this company 
on moderate terms; but the possession of these slate veins is not essential to the 
carrying out of the other objects contemplated—the obtaining an easy and cheap 
braneh railway and unlimited tip ground immediately contiguous to the various 
galleries of the quarry and outside the slate vein. The land thus proposed to be 
added to the company’s property is at least one mile square, and held on a lease 
for 40 years, and will be of incalculable value to this company in the progress of 
the workings. ‘The land in question is a portion of a very large property some 
time since purchased by Mr. Harvey, the general manager of this company, but 
the lease of which has only recently been obtained. Mr. Harvey has offered to 
grant to this company for the purposes of a railway and tip for rubbish this 
extensive tract of ground on a merely nominal rent, although the entire property 
will cost him many thousands of pounds. The directors believe that the share- 
holders will concur in their views that the objects mentioned were of paramount 
importance to the interest of this company, and that the Lime thus expended has 
been well employed ; and, at the same time, the development of the quarry has 
heen proceeding satisfactorily, the particulars of which the directors will now 
proceed to state. The quarry has been laid out with a view to working on an 
economical and extensive scale. Before commencing, proper sections of the vein 
were made, and it was found that within less than 600 yards in length ten gal- 
leries of 18 yards each in depth could be opened and worked with the greatest 
facility. Two. of such galleries have been already opened, one at the level of the 
ancient quarry and one 18 yards below ; and others, above and below, can now 
be opened out in regular course, and with much greater advantage, in conse- 
quence of the tip being on the east instead of the west side of the vein, as be- 
fore stated. The upper gallery is now 144 1ft. in length, 75 ft. in breadth, and 
72 ft. in depth. In widening this gallery 10,747 yards of rock have been removed, 
and 367 yards in openings. In order to open out in the most expeditious manner 
a lower gallery a tunnel 67 yardsin length has been driven, and a shaft 18 yards 
in depth sunk. The shaft and level having communicated, the opening has been 
gradua!!ly extended, and is now 40 ft. in length and 30 ft. in breadth, and has 
thus been carried down to a depth of 60 feet: 2400 yards of rock have been re- 
moved from this sink and opening, besides an immense quantity from the tunnel, 
shaft, and other work. In the sink, or lower gallery, slates will now be made 
from the top to the bottom, 18 yards in depth, the rock being solid throughout. 
An opening is now being carried from the top end of the sink south-westward, 
and slate-making will from this time go on regularlyin that gallery. Inthe top 
gallery, now working towards the mountain, a large portion of the rock there 
will also be convertible into slate as fast as the top rock can be cleared from it. 
Another gallery will be commenced at once above the last-mentioned, as the 
deepest part is already considerably exceeding 18 yards. Thequality of the slates 
is so remarkable, although all of them have been made literally from elose to the 
surface, that they may unhesitatingly be compared with the best slates ever made 
in any quarry in Wales. The quantity of slate rock being practically inex- 
haustible, and the quality and facilities for working unsurpassed by any quarry 
in Wales, a successful future may be safely predicted for the Princess of Wales. 
This quarry only needs now the proposed railway connection and moderate time 
for its development to become a leading and profitable quarry. Samples of the 
slate, both dressed and undressed, are now at the offices, and the@tirectors invite 
the shareholders to inspect them, and satisfy themselves on the points referred 
to. The balance-sheet will show the amount of money already expended, and 
the large available surplus, in unpaid calls and unissued shares, for completing 
all necessary incidental works, and thoroughly developing the quarry. 

Mr. SILVER complained that although the company had been 
18 months in operation it appeared from their balance-sheet that 
they had only 211. 14s, 11d, worth of slates on hand, although in the 
prospectus they were told that they were in a position tocommence slate making 
atonce. Again, the prospectus stated that they had ampletip room, whilst the 
report alluded to their general manager’s generosity in permitting them to 
have a railway and tip for their rubbish upon easy terms. The question which 
occurred to him was whether Mr. Harvey, being an officer of the company, 
should not have acquired the property, to which so much value was now at- 
tached, for the company instead of for himself. As to the accounts, he did not 
like their appearance at all; they had spent 16001. in working expenses and 
had got only 210. 148. 11d. worth of slates. 

Mr. H. LLOYD MORGAN (the auditor) would undertake to say that every item 
was correct; vouchers had been furnished to him for each.——Mr. SILVER did 
not complain that the accounts were not accurate, but of the manner in which 
the moneys had been disposed of.—Mr. MORGAN said that the enquiry into 
that formed no part of an auditor’s duty.——Mr. THOMAS HaRvey (the gene- 
ral manager) quite agreed that the auditor had nothing to do with the mode in 
whieh the money was expehded ; the directors had used their best judgment, 
and he did not doubt that it would be proved they had well cared for the inte- 
rests of the shareholders. ——Mr. DOANE considered the accounts were drawn 
out in asatisfactory manner, and reflected credit on whoever had prepared them 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the reception and adoption of the report, remarked 
that there seemed to be every prospect that the Princess of Wales would shortly 
be a highly profitable undertaking. They were not paying dividends at present 
it was true, and this was, no doubt, a disappointment to many shareholders, but 
they need not fear that it would ultimately pay them well, and fully compensate 

hem for the delay. 

, The Rey. J. E. R1aDoRE considered that their position was altogether most 
unsatisfactory; their meeting had not been held as it should have been, and all 
the companies tu the district, the same shareholders being almost without ex- 
ception interested in all of them, were in the same unsatisfactory position ; he 
would, therefore, move, as an amendment, that the report of the directors be 
rejected.——Mr. J. DoANE seconded the amendment. The Act of Parliament 
had not been complied with, and the consequence was that they had heard nothing 
from the directors as to what there had been done at the quarry for two years, 
and they were now told that it had taken them that time to get 211. worth of 
slates. He did not see why they should adopt the report. The 29th clause of 
the Act of Parliament said that the first general meeting of the company should 
be held six months after its registration, and the 26th clause directed them to 
make a certain declaration to the Registrar of Joint-Stock Companies once at 
Jeast in every year. 

Mr. T. HARVEY explained that the 26th clause preseribed that the return in 
question should be made 14 days after the general meeting, so that there could 
be no infraction of the order, a> there had been no general meeting. Thisthrew 
them back upon the question of not holding the general meeting. Now, the fact 
was, this was the first moment at which there had been anything to communi- 
cate to the shareholders, and it was useless to call them together to tell them 
that nothing had been done. As to the Act of Parliament, the objection was 
easily answered. The Act prescribes that the meeting is to be held, but the ques- 
tion Was, Whether the non-holding of it invalidated the constitution of the com- 
pany, or anything that the company had done? > There was no penalty whatever 
imposed by the Act. Assuming this would satisfy all present that they had done 
nothing illegal, he would refer to the quarry, It had been complained that very 
few slates had been made, [Samples of the slates, both dressed and undressed 
were on the table, and referred to as equal to any ever produced in any quarry in 
Wales, not excepting Col. Pennant’s.] This was accounted for by the fact that 
they bad not yet commenced the production of slates by regular slate working, 
the slates mentioned in the balance-sheet being simply those made in opening. 
As to the new railway and tip-room, the position was this—{Explanations were 
given on the planj]—the Prince of Wales Works are three miles from a point on 
the Gorsedda Railway, whither it was proposed to make a branch line, so as to 
send down the produce to Port Madoc. Before there was any reason to suppose 
that this arrangement could be improved the Princess of Wales Company was 
formed, and in the interest of that company it was sought to find a means of 
connecting it with the Gorsedda Railway. Even from the Prince that line was 
only reached by a heavy gradient,and the difficulty in the case of the Princess 
was much greater. Tiis led to an entirely new route being sought, and it was 
found thata lineeastward from the Princess of Wales would enable them to con- 
nect with the Llanberris Railway to Carnarvon, and the Prince of Wales would 
benefit by adopting the same route. When he purchased the property referred to 
in the report, and proposed to be traversed by the now projected railway, there 
was no prospect then that his purchase would affect either the Prince or the 
Princess of Wales Quarries in any way whatever. It would thus be seen that 
every change in their programme had been entirely through the force of cir- 
cumstances. The Gorsedda Railway was to connect them with Port Madoc; 
but after he had made his purchase, which was only about one-half its present 
extent, a line to Carnarvon was projected, and he at once applied for an enlarge- 
ment of his grant, which he had now just obtained. The reason was obvious. 
Carnarvon is a free port; there are no charges there as at Port Madoc, whilst 
there were facilities for entry at all tides. When he had acquired this property 
they agreed to abandon the projected connection with the Gorsedda line, because 
it was at once scen that a line from the Prince Quarry, through the Princess 
Quarry, and round the bottom of the hill, would, by making only a single tunnel 
at the bottom of the Princess property, and less than 100 yards in length, give 
them a line with an easy descending gradient, which would connect the Prince 
and Princess of Wales Quarries, as well as the quarries on the property he had 
purchased, with the Carnarvon line, and thus give them easy communication 
With a most desirable port. The necessary land for making this line would be 
granted to the Prince and Princess Quarries without cost, and simply upon 
the condition that they should pay an equivalent proportion of the nominal 
dead rent, for which he was responsible. He anticipated that the cost of the 
line would be equitably arranged between the Prince and Princess Companies, 
and, whoever might undertake the working of the new quarries, he did not 
ask them 6d. for the right transferred to them; but he could assure them that 
he did not make that transfer simply for their benefit, for he was at all times 
ready to takecareof hisown interest. He madeit simply because it would benefit 
the Prince and Princegs properties, and the proportion of the profits accruing to 
him from the transfer would more than compensate him. 

Yr. SILVER expressed h quite satisfied with the explanation, romarking 





that supposing Mr. Harvey’s account of the case to be correct, it certainly seemed 
that the change would be to their mutual advantage. 

The report and balance-sheet were then put and adopted. 

A long and somewhat desultory discussion followed, with reference to the re- 
election of the directors and their remuneration, and as to the necessity of having 
a paid auditor, Mr. SILVER remarking that the directors should forego all re- 
muneration until the quarry returned profits, and that, atleast until that time, 
the accounts should be audited by shareholders, and gratuitously. 

[t was ultimately resolved that Messrs, J. Maw, W. Tuxford, T. W. Brittain, 
and H. Garnet Man be re-elected directors, and that Mr. Thos. Bullock be added 
to the board ; and that Mr. H. Ll. Morgan be re-appointed auditor, and that 101. 
be voted to him for his services.—Upon the question of directors’ remunera- 
tion, the CHAIRMAN remarked that as the financial position of the company 
would not permit their payment at present, it would, perhaps, make little dif- 
ference if they resolved to forego their remuneration until the quarry paid divi- 
dends, but he objected to such an arrangementon principle, and would, therefore, 
suggest that the consideration of the question should be deferred until some 
future time; and this arrangement having been agreed to, the proceedings ter- 
minated with the usual complimentary votes to the Chairman, directors, and 
officers of the company.

Reports on the Mines and Establishments of Panulcillo, June 30, 1866. 
Panulcillo, July 1.—At the close of 1865 it was fully expected that in March the 
uimbo Railway would be opened to a station within 4 miles of our works ; and 
at this period be on the point a emeleien toour lowercanchas. Unfortunately, 
several landslips have fallen in the heavy cuttings of the Cuesta of Las Cardas, 
so that it has been impossible, as yet, to extend the line nearer to our works 
than it was two years ago; nor is there any ospet of its being completed to 
Panulcillo before the close of this year. The blockade of Coquimbo in the last 
quarter of 1865 obliged us during that period, and for several months afterwards, 
to bring all our supplies from Tongoy, a distance from our works more than 
double that from Las Cardas ; and we were unable to lay in any heavy stocks of 
coal or other necessaries, whilst troops were plentiful. During the last few 
months means of transport have been very scarce. During the last half-year 
we have in cc q experienced great difficulties from insufficient supplies, 
and the expectation expressed at the close of my last report, of being able to 
keep our works in full operation, has not been realised. Nearlyone-third of the 
establishment has been at a standstill during the past six months. Towards 
the end of August means of carriage will again be abundant, and from that 
date there ought to be no further difficulty in keeping all our furnaces at work. 
The war still continues; but as the blockade of the ports by the Spanish fleet 
has been discontinued, it will have little effect on our operations. Immediately 
on the raising of the blockade, import and export duties were reimposed by the 
Government, so that we have now to pay import duties on all iron, bricks, wood, 
and powder we consume, and export duties on all regulus, ores, or copper which 
we produce. Panulcillo bas continued during the past half-year perfectly 
healthy.—San Gregorio: This tunnel has now been driven a distance of 155 fms. 
At 150fms. from the mouth we drove a cross-cut easterly 30 ft., finding the same 
stone as in the tunnel itself, interspersed thoroughout with spots of yellow sul- 
phurets. The air is very confined at the end of the tunnel, and we are sinking 
an inclined shaft from the surface, to supply fresh air, which will enable us to 
roceed much faster with the work. This will be completed early in August. 
e have still to drive more than 100 {ms. in this tunnel before we reach the 
ground below our most northerly ore working; but there is every probability 
that long ere we reach this point we shall find profitable ores.—Northern Mine : 
In the lime flux working we have extended the stope northerly, and gained a 
littlein width. In thesulphuret working we have continued to open out ground to 
the south, and the good ores still continue. Thisstopeis now 220 ft.long. In no 
part of this mine have we sunk at all during the past half-year. Wehave hereto- 
fore considered this mine as inferior to the southern mine, both as regarded the 
quautity and the quality of the ores that could be extracted. Now, however, look- 
ing at the quality of the ores which are being extracted, and the extent of ground 
opened out, it is fully equal if not superiorto it. From the position of this mine 
towards the lower establishment, we purpose extracting m it the ores re- 
quired there; and during the past six months have merely worked sufficiently 
in it to make a profitable return reversing the deficiency of the previous half- 
vear.—Southern Mine: The northern sulphuret working of this mine has now 
been sunk to a depth of 130ft. below the tramway. Wecan now distinctly hear 
the workmen in the cross-cut from the Pique Isabel, with which we will shortly 
communicate. The ores continue of the same quality as at my last report, being 
slightly better than in any other parts of the mine. The sulphuret working to 
the south of the cross-course has again supplied the bulk of all the ores used in 
the half-year. It has now been sunk to a depth of 30 ft. below the tramway, and 
is 140 ft. long, and over 30ft. in width, The tramway has now been extended 
beyond this stope, so as to reach the lime fluxes, adjoining the southern cross- 
course. These continue good and abundant. At some points they are merging 
with the sulphurets which underlie this quality of ore in all parts of the mine. 
Beyond the large southern cross-course we have not yet met with any settled 
lode. On several occasions we have come upon bunches of ores, which have 
again cut out. We still continue the search for the settled lode, and are sure 
tofindit. Through the infinence of the cross-course it has probably been thrown 
considerably to one side. Between the northern and southern mines we have 
run asmall end, commencing at the point where the socibon of the latter mine 
strikes the lode. We have driven this a distance of 50 feet. At the commence. 
ment we extracted some fair lime fluxes, and are now passing through a species 
of gossan, containing stones of carbonate ore, a sign that beneath there is a good 
deposit of metal.— Pique Isabel: The cross-cut from this shaft has now been 
driven 120 ft. towards the lode, and from the flakes of ore in the cleavages of the 
stone we are evidently nearthe vein. It will communicate a few feet from the 
northern extremity of the sulphuret working of the southern mine, which has 
been sunk to meet it. Shortly after striking the lode we shall be ableto extract 
large quantities of ore, which will soon repay all the cost of this work. During 
the past six months we have extracted from the mine 24,560 tons ore. We can 
with the greatest ease treble or quadruple this production. Through the continued 
extension of our different workings, we have now more ores in sight than at any 
former period, and our conveniences for extraction have been much improved. 
The communication of the Pique Isabel with the vein will also very largely in- 
crease our powers of producing ores to an almost unlimited extent.—Carbonate 
Mines: These mines can now supply our future requirements, We have still to 
receive some ores to pay off an advance given last year; but beyond these our 
own mines will sapply allour necessities.— Farallon Mine: Finding that the ores 
of this mine were improving in depth, and that hoisting them to the surface 
was very expensive, I have driven a tunnel to strike the lode at a depth of 210 ft. 
The tunnel reached the vein in a distance of 104feet. We are continuing the 
tunnel through the lode, and have also commenced driving southerly, to com- 
municate with the shaft previously sunk from the surface. As soon as these 
communicate we shall have a good extent of ground opened out, on which we 
can employ a number of men, and obtain large and profitable supplies of ores. 
So far we have merely been opening out and preparing this mine for future work. 
During the last six months only 63 tons of ores have been extracted.—Reina 
Mine: In this mine we continued working steadily until the middle of April, 
when being perfectly satisfied of its profitable and productive capabilities, I de- 
termined to arrange the mine and canchas with a view to the economical ex- 
traction of large quantities. The ores of this mine are as abundant as those of 
Panulcillo, and of better ley. They are, however, of such a nature (the matrix 
being pure silica) that they cannot be smelted quickly with our fluxes, unless 
broken much finer than can be easily done by hand. A crusher has, therefore, 
been purchased for the use of this mine, to be worked by the small engine we 
have in Coquimbo, which will break all the ores to the sizeof 44 In., when wecan 
have no difficulty in smelting them. In order to insure their easy transport to 
Panulcil!o, I have made a cart-road from this mine to the nearest point at which 
the Coquimbo Railway passes, where the directory of that line has established 
a station for our use. The mining canchas are also being arranged in a con- 
venient. manner for the supply of the crusher, and to avoid labour in moving 
the ores after being crushed. We have, during the past half-year, extracted 
1700 tons of ores (or, more properly, in 344 months of the half-year), which leave 
a profit of over $3000. With the greater facilities for working and transport 
now provided, and a much larger extraction, the profits will Increase consider- 
ably. I trust, also, to make a further profit from this mine, by deriving from 
it a large portion of the quijo required for the use of our furnaces. This is a 
very heavy item in our,expenditure, costing for each furnace over $100 monthly. 
This miné onght to supply at least one-halfof our requirements of this article. 
In our smelting establishment, through the scarcity of means of transport, and 
@onsequent short supply of coal, we have only been able to keep an average of 
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furnaces at work. We have, however, taken advantage of this compulsory 
ppage of a portion of the establishment to improve and enlarge our furnaces. 
uring the half-year we have smelted 17,000 tons of Panuicillo ores; 1260 tons 
of ores from our own carbonate mines ; and 1370 tons received from other mines, 
producing 2960 tons of regulus. The Cuesta furnaces have received from Panul- 
eillo, during the past six months, 5150 tons of ores; from our own carbonate 
mines, 370 tons; and from other mines, 240 tons; and have produced 700 tons 
of regulus. The stock of ores there is now very heavy, being over 4090 tons; and 
this cannot be reduced until the completion of the railway, as it is necessary to 
give return freights to carts and troops bringing coals to Panulcillo. Owing to 
the heavy stock of ores and quijo (sufficint for six months) it has been impossible 
without a heavy expenditure to makea correct balance-sheet of these furnaces ; 
but as soon as the railway is completed these stocks will be reduced to more 
manageable quantities. We have commenced the work of our lower establish- 
ment by cutting out the ground required for canchas. We cannot smelt many 
ores there before the completion of the railway. By the close of this year I trust 
to have three or four furnaces at work, and the completed establishment within 
twelve months from date. We have zuffered much more heavily from the war 
and the blockade of the principal ports than I anticipated. All our supplies 
were subject to be landed at places without suitable convenience for discharge 
and examination, and the consequent loss on all kinds of stores has been very 
large. In Tongoy, our shipping port during the blockade of Coquimbo, a press 
of all work from all quarters ensued, far beyond the capabilities of that port, 
and the canchas were crowded with ores and regulus of all qualities. The assay 
of our regulus, shipped there, gives a result of nearly 2 percent. less than that 
from the samples taken here. The heavy loss incurred from the stoppage of 
one-third of our works is also directly referable to the war. The history of this 
place since the commencement has, on account of its inland position and the 
difficulty of securing the supply of ali kinds of necessaries, been one long struggle 
against difficulties, the greatest of which will entirely disuppear when the rail- 
way is completed to connect us with the coast. I trust that this is the last re- 
port in which the difficulty of transport will assume such serious proportions as 
it has always hitherto done. I annex statements of the different mines—stock 
lists of everything in Panulcillo, and a statement, to which J particularly draw 
attention, and which has been drawn up with great care, and making full al- 
lowances for any ordinary contingencies—showing the probable result of our 
operations when the establishment is fully at work (say with 20 furnaces erected, 

the railway completed, and all purchases of carbonate ores stopped).

Report of the Directors, submitted to the Third Ordinary General Meeting of 
the Company, held Noy. 30, 1866. 

The directors beg to submit to their fellow-shareholders the accounts, made 
up to June 30 last in Chili, and to September 30 in England, which show a debit 
balance of 4639/. 18s. 4d. The board very much regret that the year’s operations 
should not give a more favourable result, and would here state the extraordi- 
nary concurrence of difficulties and disadvantages with which the company has 
had to contend, but which difficulties and disadvantages the directors are glad 
to recognise as chiefly of quite a temporary character.—1, The war in Chili, 
leading to the blockade of Coquimbo, by which the works of the company were 
much interrupted, and by which great loss and waste were entailed, through 
the confusion produced at Coquimbo, and afterwards at Tongoy, to which the 
business of the company was subsequently transferred.—2. The reduced means 
and increased cost of transport, arising from the causes just stated. The un- 
certainty and varying cost of transport by mules has hitherto been the chief 
difficulty of this company, and this difficulty would have been earlier removed 
had the extension of the Coquimbo Railway not been so much delayed. The di- 
rectors believe, however, that these transport difficulties have by this time been 
overcome, by the opening of the line to the immediate neighbourhood of the 
mines.—3. A high rate of exchange, by which the wages and cost of sustenance 
of the 1000 men employed by the company in Chili have been virtually increased 
by some 6 percent. The loss to the company from this cause alone during the 
past year has been little short of 10,0001. This unfavourable state of the ex- 
change has now disappeared.—4. The extraordinary low prices for copper that 
have lately ruled both in Europe and America.—5. The cost of enlarging and 
improving the furnaces already erected, of building new ones, and of laying 
down tramways, &c., in the different workings, and which have been borne to 
a large extent by revenue. The laying down of these tramways will enable the 
company henceforth to extract about double the quantity of ores with the same 
amount of labour, and the improvement in the furnaces will economise the con- 
sumption of fuel.—6é. The high value of money in England, by which the cost 
of conducting the company’s business has been materially increased.—7. The 
continued necessity of purchasing carbonate ores in Chili, to mix with the sul- 

hurets, chiefly produced at Panulcillo, and which purchases of carbonate ores 

n a falling market has told against the company, Such purchases will shortly 
cease altogether, through the very favourable discoveries made at the Rheina 
and Farallon Mines, which will in future lessen very materially the cost of the 
regulus produced.—8. The enhanced price of coals, arising from the late bo a 
page of the Chilian Coal Mines, and from the higher freights for coals generally 
eye from England during the past season. From the facts just related it will 
seen that on every side during the past year the company has been beset with 
very great disadvantages, many of which, however, are not likely to occur again. 
With regard to the future, the directors have much pleasure in referring to the 
report from the manager at Panulcillo, which foreshadows a more prosperous 
state of affairs. Besides giving very full and most satisfactory information re- 
specting Panulcillo, and the two new mines lately acquired by the company, 
Mr. Hamilton has my epee to his report an estimate of the company’s work- 
ings, with a low price for copper, when the establishment is provided with twenty 
furnaces, the railway extended to the works, and all the carbonate ores required 
supplied from the Reina and Farallon Mines. The directors would point out, 
however, that Mr. Hamilton’s estimate would he very considerably modified by 
the operation of high freights, a high exchange, and by any unexpected contiu- 
gencies. In their last yearly report the directors alluded to the issue of deben- 
tures for 20,0007. Of these, 10,0001. fell due on May 17 and 24 last, when 90007. 
were paid off, and 10007. renewed. The remaining 10,0007, become payable in 
January next. In order to provide for the cost of the extra furnaces so strong y 
recommended by Mr. Hamilton, and the additional working capital that there 
extra furnaces will demand, the directors propose to re-issue for a term of not 
less than three or more than five years such portion of the 20,0007. debentures as 
have already been paid off, and will fall due in January, at thesame rate of in- 
terest—say 8 per cent. per annum, payable half-yearly. The directors very much 
regret to announce the death of their colleague, Mr. Thomas A. Gibb, by which 
a Vacancy has occurred, and the directors have appointed Mr. Duncan Grabam 
in his place. In order to comply with the Articles of Association, which regulre 
that two directors shall retire at each ordinary meeting. Mr. Francis J. John- 
ston and Mr. James Andrew retire at this meeting, but who, being eligible, offer 
themselves for re-election. The Articles of Association also requiring the elec- 
tion of an auditor at each yearly meeting, the directors beg to recommend the 
re-appointment of Messrs. Harding, Whinney, GiLbons, and Co., the professional

The CHAIRMAN said: I now beg to move the adoption of the re- 
port, which, with the accompanying one from Mr. Hamilton, puts 
you in possession of the fullest information as to the working of the 
mines and smelting establishment at Panuleillo for the past year, aud their 
future prospects. Twelve months ago when I had the pl asure of addressing 
you, and when a dividend of 10 per cent. was declared, I stated that the pro- 
spects of the company were most encouraging, and that the interim dividend at 
the same rate, for the six months following, might be considered as secured by 
the profit on the regulus in transitu. This would have been the case it we had 
sold to “arrive,” but as the prospects of the copper market were then encou- 
raging, and higher prices generally looked for, the directors, in the exercise of 
their hest judgment, decided to hold till arrival. In this the directors made a 
mistake. The commercial crisis, which commenced in May, overturned their 
ealculations, and copper, like many other articles of produce, has since touched 
almost the lowest point on record. This, with the high race of interest, the 
reduced means and increased cost of transport, the high rate of exchange, and 
other minor causes, has, I am sorry to say, placed our balance on the wrong 
side. But looking to the fact that the high rate of exchange alone (caused by the 
war) has cost us about 10,0001., and that we have duriug the twelve months 
made important additions and alterations in our tramways and furnaces, chiefly 
from revenue, we have reason to congratulate ourselves that the debit on this, 
an exceptional year, is so small, more especially as we have during the period, 
by improvements on our property, been laying the foundation for increased 








production, and consequent increased profits. I am well aware that the non- 
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payment of a dividend is a serious disappointment, as well as inconvenience, to 
shareholders, and that it will lead them to examine closely into the accounts 
and the management. This is what the directors are desirous should be done, 
and feel assured that the more carefully the affairs of the company are tnvesti- 
gated the better satisfied will they (the shareholders) be with its future pro- 
spects. While they deeply regret the unsatisfactory state of last year’s opera- 
tions, the directors look forward with confidence to the future, and that we are 
justified in our anticipations will be seen from the following extract from a letter 
received by last mail from Mr. Hamilton. Mr. Hamilton says :—‘* Hitherto we 
have been unable to run our furnaces steadily, and so far have not averaged 
seven at steady work. [can quite agree with you that our ordinary work, with 
seven furnaces, will little more than pay expenses at 15s. in England. At the 
same time, the statement sent you with last report will show conclusively that 
with ten furnaces working we can pay all expenses and leave a profit at 14s. in 
England, and twenty furnaces will do the same at 13s. per unit. The nearest 
calculation I can make shows that twenty furnaces at work on our ores will 
make regulus 42 cents per quintal m. (16s, per ton) cheaper than ten furnaces will 
do it. The only thing that will enable Panulcillo to work at a low price is 
quantity, and so firmly satisfied am I, and everyone here who has studied the 
question, of this fact, that did I see my way clearly to obtain labourers to ex- 
tract the ores my recommendations should not stop short at twenty furnaces. 
At present, however, we will sufficiently tax our capabilities of extraction by 
keeping that number at full work, and I do not recommend any more with the 
result of the last experiment before me, which shows that a considerable profit 
can be ensured by calcining and re-smelting our low regulus. Ican see no reason 
to be afraid of a much lower copper market than any we have yet seen, and the 
statements you have now before you conclusively prove that 12s. per unit in 
England will not entail any loss to the Panulcillo Company, with the railway 
running to our works, and our establishments completed. I enclose herewith a 
statement of experiment now concluded, which shows that by raising our re- 
gulus by calcination we make a considerable profit. The statement shows a 
clear profit of 36 cents per quintal m. (18s. 8d. per ton), but this is by no means 
the nett profit. for in changing from making low to high regulus a considerable 
amount goes into the bottom of the furnace. This is proved by the average ley 
of our slags being only 54-100ths per cent., while the loss of copper is 6 per cent. 
I consequently consider that by continuing the calcination and re-smelting of 
our regulus as a regularsystem, we shall obtain considerably better results than 
on this occasion. During the present month we shall make the arrangements 
for carrying these experiments into systematic work, so that for the future we 
may ensure this extra profit.’ By the experiment referred to, it appears that 
there will be no difficulty whatever in raising our regulus by calcination to 48 
per cent., and although we may not take the sanguine view of the result which 
Mr. Hamilton does, there is every probability that it will enable us to produce 
regulus at 13s. per unit; and when [ add that 1s. per unit on the yearly produc- 
tion of twenty furnaces amounts to the large sum of 24,5501., it will be manifest 
that the company would in such case be able todistribute a dividend of 12'g per 
almost unprecedented low price of 14s. per unit, after providing for 
reserve fund and all London expenses, We believe that there are not morethan 
half a dozen mines in the world which can produce copper at this price of 14s. 
The accounts now submitted, I n.ay say, include a loss of 14407. on unclosed 
account sales belonging to the previous year; but no such item will appear in 
the accounts for next year, as the balance of regulus belonging to last year has 
been -old at the covering price of 16s. per unit. Although the results of last 
year’s operations, owing to circumstances over which they had little control, 
have not been satisfactory, the directors can nevertheless congratulate the share- 
holders on havi uch excellent management, both at Panulcillo and Valparaiso, 
and as long as they have the services of Messrs. Hamilton and Lewis, whose 
devotion to the interests of the company deserve all praise, they can have no 
doubt that the property will be so developed as to secure fair and improving re- 
‘ir investments. I must, however, state that it may be 12 months 
yet before the full complement of 20 furnaces are at work; but meantime 
(although we cannot control the market for copper, which, after all, is the im-

leave a small balance to the credit; that during the next two years the profit 
would be 25 per cent. But long before the last two years were reached, the di- 
rectors had no doubt they would be in a position to supply any quantity of coal 
to the Jubbulpore section of the East India Railway. Of course, the rate of pro- 
duction would go on increasing day by day, and he belleved by the end of the 
fourth year the collieries ought to be in a position to supply 1800 tons per week, 
for which a ready market would be found. Therecould be no doubt they would 
be able to raise 1200 tons per week, which would leave a very considerable profit, 
as satisfactory to the shareholders as it would be tothe directors. He thought, 
looking at the position of the railway company, as well as that of their own 
company, that it would be regarded by the shareholders of the latter to be a 
proper and judicious step to give a small concession tothe former. (Hear, hear.) 
In making their calculations the directors had provided for every possible con- 
tingency, and the result was that they reckoned upon the realisation of very 
satisfactory dividends from the contract alone. Referring to the quality of the 
coal, he quoted from the report of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Com- 
pany, that of the East Indian Railway Company, and other documents, in each 
of which a most favourable opinion was expressed. And as to the quantity, ac- 
cording to their own estimate, there had been opened about 500,000 tons. The 
directors could not help thinking that it was a most judicious step to accept a 
contract. He then moved that the contract entered into with the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway Company be confirmed. 

Mr. ADLEY asked whether the contract was for the coal supplied at the 
pit’s mouth ?——The CHAIRMAN replied in the affirmative. —-Mr. ADLEY was 
glad to find that such was the case, and stated that the carriage upon the East 
India Railway was 1d. per ton, but that upon the Great Indian Peninsula was 
somewhat excessive.——The CHAIRMAN said they would be able to raise at the 
end of two years a minimum quantity of 1800 tons per week, and he felt per- 
fectly contident the whole of that quantity would find ready customers at the 
pit’s mouth, and at a price in all probability frem 20 to 60 percent. above the pre- 
sent contract price. There was no doubt whatever that eventually there would be 
ademand for at least any quantity of coal this company could raise,——Mr. 
ADLEY said he had received independent tnformation, from which he had formed 
his own calculations, and he fully believed the shareholders might expect for the 
first year a dividend of 15 per cent., and above 20 percent. afterwards. 

A SHAREHOLDER wished to know if the directors estimated tbat a dividend

New WILDBERG.—J. Sanders, Noy, 24: During the past week we 
have experienced a succession of heavy snow and rain storms, which have de- 
Juged the surface, and made the underground workings exceedingly wet. The 
pumping machinery Is, consequently, working at a high speed, in order to keep 
the levels free from water. In the 90 lachter level, east on the Erbteifstergang, 
no improvement has oceurred, still there are reasonable grounds for suspecting 
the existence of ore in this partof the mine, secing that we are now driving and 
rising under the No, 1 shoot, stoped in the upper levels. In the 80 lachter driv- 
age, on this vein west, towards the position of the Erz-Kamimer, stones of ore 
are occasionally met with. Between this point and the steelstone cross-cut, 
driving from the Dornergang at this level, the distance is 30 lachters. In the 
Intermediate ground, at shallow levels, the mine was largely productive, and 
it is hoped that its exploration at the 80 will lead to satisfactory results.

The 
drivage west at this level, towards Beck's workings, is now 25 lachters from 
Michael's shaft. For a length of 90 and a heighth of 20 lachters, the ground 
between Beck's workings and Michael's shaft has been almost entirely un- 
wrought; although above the adit the levels and old workings are not only of 
great extent, but the ground is known to have yielded considerable quantities 
of ore, At Beck's workingsthe communication to the 70 is complete, and steady 
progress will now be made in opening up this ground. About 15 lachters under 
the adit the ore terminated against the hanging-wall of the vein, but there is 
no doubt that deposits will be repeated, either at a greater depth or in part of 
the vein almost parallel with the present workings. In the cross-cut driving 
south from the Erbteifstergang, 70 lachters east of the shaft, no change has 
occurred, Inthe Erz-Kammer workings at this level the vein-rock is inter- 
mixed with ore.

At the junction of the 
Dornergang with the Johannes triim under the adit, the vein is yielding a fair 
quantity of ore; whilst on the Johannes triim itself, 35 lachters southward, a 
small vein or string has been intersected, which is affording stones of ore. 


MINING IN BRAZIL.—Isend you an extract froma Brazilian news- 
paper to hand this morning by the mail justarrived. Intt [find the following, 
which I copy from the Anglo-Brazilian Times, published at Rio, Nov. 7:—* It 
is stated that Mr. Williams has obtained satisfactory results during his exami- 
nation of the mineral region of Juré, having discovered a rich copper mine in 
the Serra Grandé, a gold mine near [pu, and iron mines in several localities.’’ 
Mr. Williams was sent out for the purpose of confirming, if hecould, statements 
previously made by two gentlemen who have secured a concession from the Bra- 
zilian Government to work for mineral In the province of Ceara, the terms being 
90 years, at 1-20th royalty, to be paid toGovernment. The description given at 
the time by the concessionaires of the highly auriferous nature of the country 
generally has been fully borne out by results which speak for themselves. Mr. 
Williams has now returned to this country, and brought over a considerable 
quantity of quartz, taken by him indiscriminately from a locality called ‘* Bom 

esus,’’ he having been supplied before starting with mining implements, &c., 
in order to break ground ; and the quartz he obtained was submitted to Messrs. 























Johnson and Matthey, whose report gives the following results :—One parcel of 
about 6 cwts., about 15g 02. ; one parcel of about 44 cwt., 150zs. Mr. Belt has 
also examined the quartz, and pronounces it to be the right thing, and his re- 
port, after having treated the ore in a practical manner by the amalgamating 
process, give this result—a yield of 12 dwts. from 783 lbs. of quartz. Ceara isa 
northern province of Brazil, and but little known, particularly as regards its 
mineral wealth, which, I understand, is all but inexhaustible. 





FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 


There is nothing very particular to note this week with reference 
to the siderurgical market of Belgium. Prices have experienced no 
change, although it is expected that they will advance as soon as new 
affairs present themselves. The stock of pig begins to diminish, but 
no decision has yet been arrived at as to the question of reducing the 
production of the blast-furnaces, Although the adoption of this mea- 
sure has been suggested by a number of industrials, it is doubtful whether it will 
be adopted by a majority of the forgemasters’ committee before a certain time, 
which may be ratherremote. Although the example of English industry, which 
restricts its production in proportion as business diminishes, may be a powerful 
argument in favour of the adoption of this measure, the forgemasters of Char- 
leroi hesitate to adopt any resolution on the subject. At its last meeting the 
committee of forgemasters appointed a commission composed of three members 
to study the question of uniformity proposed to be introduced in the tarification 
ofiron. Since we have spoken of the committee of forgemasters, we may add 
with pleasure that several industrials of the Centre have just associated them- 
selves with the Charleroi group. The exports of iron—rolled, beaten, &c.—for 
the first nine months of this year amount to 122,428 tons, showing an augmenta- 
tion of 4000 tons over the nine corresponding months of 1864. The country 
which appears to be the best customer for Belgian iron is France, which took 
during the first nine qonths of this year nearly 32,000 tons of iron of every kind ; 
then comes Russia for a nearly equal quantity, while Holland occupies the third 
place, with a total of about 28,000 tons, In 1864 the last-named country took 
the largest quantity of the iron exported from Belgium, its share amounting to 
33,000 tons for the first nine months of that year, while Russia took only 3000 
tons in thesame period. A Swiss commission has been appointed to examine the 
question of the duties levied on irons. Weshall not forget to keep an eye on the 
proceedings of the commission. Works carried out at Catana, in Sicily, by the 
Brussels General Company for Lighting by Gas have been inaugurated this week. 
The engineer who was charged with the construction was M, Léon Somzé, of 
Liége. In consequence of the special nature of the soil of Catana, the works pre- 
sented serious difficulties, which M,. Somzé has, happily, overcome. Coal con- 
tinues in extreme demand in all the Belgian basins ; and, although miners have 
returned to their work, the demand is everywhere superior to the offers made, 
80 that coal workers are still discussing the expediency of advancing their prices. 
The deliveries by railway are very active, and plant has made default in several 
localities. This insufficiency occasions serious difficulties to agriculture generally. 
In the Charleroi basin there is an urgent demand for France, and an advance is 
still talked of. The Monceau Fontaine Collieries Company has just set the ex- 
ample by carrying prices to 13s.8d. perton. Othercollieries are éxpected to fol- 
low suit, and for the present all contracts exceeding three months’ duration are 
rigorously refused. In the Liége basin the situation rematas the same—that is 
tosay, the demand sensibly exceeds the extraction. Unwashed coke has made 
20s. 50., and washed 1/. 2s. 6d. per ton. In the basin of the Couchantde Mons a 
slight advance has taken place in general qualities ; a similar advance is looked 
for in fine coal, which continues in great demand. 

There is very little to note in connection with the French iron 
trade. Affairs are extremely restricted, nevertheless prices are sus- 
tained. Charcoal-made rolled iron has made 9/. 4s. ; mixed ditto, 
8/. 12s. to 8l. 16s., with a scale of 4s. to 8s. per class. Coke-made 
irons have brought 8I/. 4s. to 8/. 8s. per ton, with a scale of 8s. per ton per class. 
Charcoal-made pig has been dealt inat4l. 9s. 3d. perton. AtSt. Diziera contract 
for mixed pig, of little importance, has been concluded at 3l. 16s. perton. A 
lot of 300 tons of coke-made pig has been placed at St. Dizier, bya blast-furnace 
of the Moselle, at the rate of 3/, 2s. 6d. per ton. 

The Grand Duchy of Luxembourg is one of the richest districts of 
the Continent as regards iron minerals. The minerals worked are 
of three kinds—alluvial minerals, minerals in rock termed minettes, 
and minerals in rock termed Garnich. The bearings of alluvial 
minerals occupy a great part of the cantons of Cappellen, Esch-sur-Alzette, Lux- 
embourg, Merseb, and Rednich. We may estimate the quantity explored at 
more than 50,000,000 tons. The return of these minerals is 35 to 42 per cent., 
and their present cost price is 4s. 6d, to 5s. per ton, delivered on trucks. The 
bearings of minettes occupy in the communes of Esch-sur-Alzette, Pettange, 
Differdang®, Kayl, and Dudelange, a surface of about 8000 acres ; and they con- 
stitute horizontal beds, laid over each other, and having a *‘ power’? ranging 
from 3ft. 4in. to 11 ft. Sin., so that it is estimated that an acre of surface will 
give on an average 35,000 to 50,000 tons of minerals. The entire bearing of the 
Grand Duchy would appear to comprise, then, nearly 300,000,000 tons of this de- 
scription of minerals. Their return is 30 to 35 per cent., and their cost price is 
ls. 10d, to zs. 6d. per ton, delivered on trucks. These minerals have the advan- 
tage of possessing a calcareous gangue, and are very fusible. In the Grand 
Duchy, at Sarrebruck, and in Belgium, they are even added to other minerals. 
The bearings of Garnich minerals occupy a great extent of land in the cantons 
of Capellen and Esch-sur-Alzette. They constitute a horizontal bed, not as yet 
very well worked, and from 8 ft. 4in, to 10ft. in extent. The fusibility of the 
minerals is extreme, but their return does not exceed 30 percent. Their price 
in the centres of extraction is 8d, to is. per ton; the quantity workable is not 
positively determined, but may be reckoned by millions of tons. The bearings 
of the three descriptions of minerals are prolonged beyond the Grand Duchy 
frontiers into France and Belgium, but nowhere are they better situated than 
in the Luxembourg, in connection with the supply of the five coal districts sur- 
rounding them. The Grand Duchy of Luxembourg is also destined to profit it- 
self from the immense mineral wealth of itssoii. At present it has fifteen blast- 
furnaces in activity, while there are three in course of construction, and ten out 
of blast. These blast-furnaces are grouped especially round Luxembourg, and 
especially along the Attert and the Sure. The opening of the Ourthe line (an 
extension of the Belgian Great Luxembourg), and of the section from Spa to the 
frontier (on the Guillaume-Luxembourg Railway), will admit of the supply of 
these works with Liége coke; and it is expected that the Grand Duchy will at- 
tain the importance of the Moselle and Longwy districts, which touch its fron- 
tiers, and find themselves in identically the same condition as to production. 

The tendency of copper at Havre has been decidedly more feeble. 
The sale is mentioned, with delivery at the end of January, of 30 tons 
of Chilian, at 78/. per ton; while 77 tons, partly disposable and 
partly to be delivered, made 767. 10s. per ton ; at this latter price a 
small lot of about 25 tons has been recently dealt in, but disposeable remained 
quiet at the last dates at 761. 4s. perton. The other markets of the Continent 
have been destitute of animation, and prices are generally almost nominal. The 
arrival is announced at the port of Antwerp of a lot of 10 tons of American, Min- 
esota mark, which is on the market at 1167, perton, The improvement no- 
ticed in tin has not beensustained. Advices fromthe Dutch markets indicate a 
retrograde movement in prices, as well as a reduced activity in the demand; a 
quotation of 48 fls. has been abandoned by holders ; 500 blocks of Banca have 
changed hands at 47% fis., and one lot of 5400 blocks at 474 fls. In presence 
of the movement which has made itself felt on the markets of England and 
Holland, the article, which had regained a rather firm position last week, remains 
in an indecisive stateon the various German markets; holders have, at the same 
time, maintained prices as previously indicated. Lead remains unaltered in 
value; the reports from the principal markets indicate a tolerably regular cur- 
rent of affairs. The quietness observed in other metals has also extended to 
zine. The Breslau market has been quiet, but firm. At’ Hamburg the article, 
neglected for a time, has again found purchasers.

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SEPARATING SULPHUR FROM SODA WaAstTEe.—<According to the 
invention of Dr. P. W. HorMANN, of Dienze, France, the soda waste 
is taken directly from the soda lixiviating vessels, and if it does not 
already contain chalk a small quantity should be added; the waste 
is then spread ont on a large floor, and moistened with a solution of chloride of 
manganese; the inass Is from time to time turned over with a shovel, to faci- 
litate the admission of air, and frequently sprinkled with water.

itint 2 which it contains is utilised. The acid liquid is added 
until sulphuretted hydrogen begins to beevolved ; or hydrochloric or other acid 
may beemployed. The precipitated sulphur is allowed to deposit slowly the 
supernatant liquid drawn off ; the sulphur washed repeatedly with the acid so- 
Intion of chloride of manganese, or with hydrochloric or other acid, then intro- 
duced into a steam-boiler containing some of the above-mentioned yeilow leya, 
and therein fused under pressure; the fused sulphur can then be drawn off 
through a stop-cock. Or the sulphur may be melted without pressure in a so- 
lution of chloride of calcium or apy other sultable galt,

For 
the month alone the total was 16,895,8942., against 15,547,225/. for 
October of last year, or an excess of 1,248,6692., while in October, 
Is64, the value was only 12,871,4912,

the remaining term, while there was every probability and prospect | 
of the benefit to the shareholders being much more considerable, 
inasmuch as the calculation was based on the minimum sale to the | 
railway, and quite irrespective of the consumption of coal for more 
general use (which would be sold, moreover, at a much higher rate 
—possibly 20 or 40 per cent. above this contract price), or the 
increased quantity which may be necessary for locomotive pur- 
poses, The calculation is that at the expiration of two years, at 
the outside, the company will raise a minimum of 1800 tons of coal 
per week, and that nothing further would be required from the share- 
holders beyond a eall of 1/. per share, on the new shares, for the pur- 
pose of extending the works. It was stated by the Chairman, and 
it is a point of much moment, both as showing the prudence of the 
board and the better probability of good results, that all engage- 
ments would be for and at the pit’s mouth, so as to avoid the chance 
of loss or depreciation of profits, which often ensue from engaging 
to deliver at distant points, which might produce difficulties which 
they could not foresee, and over Which they could not have control. 
The good prospects held out to the proprietary were evidently not 























the mere opinion of the board, practical men as they are, but several 
shareholders bore testimony, in their belief, to the accuracy of the 
data on which the directors estimated results, and expressed their 
conviction, from local knowledge and experience, that after the first 
year the division of profits would be upwards of 20 per cent. These 
anticipations have reference solely to the supply of coal, and seem 
only reasonable, when it is borne in mind that all the railways of 
Western India must eventually be supplied with coal from the re- 
sources of the Nerbudda Company, as the concessions granted by 
the Secretary of State for India to the company comprise the only 
district in which coal of workable thickness and good quality has 
been found, so that the extension of railway communication must 
produce a large demand, not only for their own requirements but for 
general consumption. 

The question of the production of iron, for which the company was 
also constituted, is a matter of itself, and there was every reason to 
believe that theresult from thissource would be, relatively, equivalent 
to that from the coal. Altogether, it was a most satisfactory meeting, 
and we trust it is the precursor of others of kindred spirit. Certain it 
is that matters connected with mining assume a much better tone, and 
those well capable of judging in these things consider that the com- 
ing spring will be one of great activity in every branch of British 
industry, and that a great revival may be looked for in mining, both 
at home and in our colonies and dependencies.

In our last publication we alluded to the report, laid before the 
Legislature of South Australia, respecting the progress of the colony ; 
and the Treasurer’s speech on the subject when placing his financia 
statement before the House. He took rather a gloomy view of the 
present state of the colony, but expressed his belief that there would 
be a return of the usual prosperity in a very few months, “ Had it 
not been for the mines, matters would have been still worse,” is the 
expression of the Minister, and there is no ground for doubting his 
opinions in this respect; yet it is a remarkable fact, demonstrated 
by the statistical returns, that little or no encouragement was given 
to the staple produce ; and, although the Government dealt liberally 
with the banks, these establishments fostered almost every other 
branch of industry, by their assistance in loans and discounts, rather 
than that which the Treasurer declares was the means of prevent- 
ing a very much more calamitous state of things. As in the mother 
country so, apparently, it is in the colonies—that mining enterprise 
is neglected, if not gratuitously retarded, by those whose position 
is the result of such industry. Surely, if any country in the world 
more than another stands indebted to the results of mining it is Aus- 
tralasia generally, which has been brought into importance and rapid 
wealth by the discovery and development of its vast resources of the 
metals of every kind—not only of the more precious, but of the baser 
sort, as is the usual acceptation of the terms when applied to gold, 
silver, copper, lead, &e. Banks quickly grew up on this groundwork, 
and, if recent disclosures may be taken as a criterion, they seem to 
give their best support to the squatting and pastoral interests, which, 
necessarily, are a more fluctuating kind of security, from the variety 
of causes affecting them, than the plain, straightforward working of 
the pick and gad, The banks of South Australia had half a million 
sterling from the Government, and have distributed it liberally for 
the benefit of certain persons and classes ; but now that it is re- 
quired for public works, the borrowers find it difficult to repay. Great 
distrust is, therefore, engendered, and large failures have ensued from 
the impracticability of realising to repay the advances received. 

As no returns are furnished by the official statist, or explanation 
givep by the Minister, with reference to the mines and their results, 
we are left to cull information on this head from isolated statements, 
but without the means of furnishing a general table. No startling 
discoveries had been made during the month previous to the depar- 
ture of the mail, but the great mines continued to yield ore in in- 
creasingly large quantities, while the smaller ones kept up their usual 
supply, so that the progress of mining events was satisfactory. The 
fifth annual report of the Moonta Mining Company shows that for the 
previous six months the yield of ore amounted to 11,066 tons, valued 
at 121,726/., or 11/. per ton: leaving a profit of 54,826/., or 4/. 19s. per 
ton. An improved system of dressing the low percentage ores had 
been introduced, and three dividends of 5/7. each per share had been 
paid during the half-year, as well as 8000/7. worth of plant having 
been added to the company’s property. Of the Yudanamutana it is 
asserted that the best possible prospects presented themselves, and 
that the Coonatto, then at Port Augusta, had on board about 27 tons 
of copper ore, bagged, of kigh percentage, and about 40 tons of cop- 
per pigs, representing a money value of about 4500/7. The Wallaroo 
Mines are represented as improving rapidly, and bid fair to rival, if 
not to excel, the Moonta. The lodes as they descend increase in 
richness, and do not in any way decrease in size. At the Wanditta, 
a new engine was in course of erection, and operations generally were 
pushed forward vigorously, as well as at New Cornwall—the adjoin- 
ing mine. Satisfactory progress was making at the Matta, and at 
the Karkarilla Mine about 70 tributers were at work, making good 
wages. From the Yelta upwards of 155 tons of ore, averaging 28 per 
cent., were sent away during the month of August. The Enko shows 
a well-defined lode, and the best indications were presented. A new 
shaft had been sunk at the Poonah, and the proprietors are said to 
be sanguine of great success. The Wilkawat yields occasional stones 
of ore from a lode which, at a greater depth, is calculated to be re- 
munerative. Some splendid specimens of ore had been sent in from 
the Yelpie Mine. ‘The increase in the produce of the Wallaroo and 
Moonta Mines,” writes a local correspondent, ‘is evinced by the ad- 
ditional furnaces in course of erection at the smelting-works, being 
eight reducing and two refining furnaces, and a number of calciners, 
so, when in operation, to augment the weekly yield of pure copper 
to about 100 tons.” 

Strange to say that, although these several mines are thus men- 
tioned, some being of inferior position, no allusion is made to the 
Burra Burra; and by some the fact of the total absence of mining 
statistics from the Government report is attributed to the connection 
of certain officials with this once renowned mine, and the consequent 
supposition that its showings and doings are not what they used to 
be. The only point connected with mining of an official character is 
the introduction of a bill to the House by the Commissioners of 
Crown Lands for the remission of rent for two, three, and four years 
to certain mineral lessees of the Crown in the North, “in consideration 
of the drought, and in order to encourage mining enterprise ;” but 
this even was carried by a majority of only one, and the report of the 
committee appointed to consider the claims of the Great Northern 
Mining Company, who complained that the Government had not kept 
faith with them, was adverse to the applicants, and considered gene- 
rally in the colony as unjust and impolitic. Altogether, it would 
seem that mining enterprise in South Australia is left to its own re- 
sources, and heeded not, in a proper light, either by the Government 
or the banks, although the Finance Minister declares in his place in 
Parliament that had it not been for the mines the depression in trade 
and commerce generally would have been much worse than it was. 








THE NORTH OF ENGLAND IRON TRADE, 


Though the strike in this district may now be considered as virtually 
over, there are no indications that trade will revive on this side of 
Christmas, at all events. Manufacturers of all brands are stating that 
they have no orders, and that the enquiries from merchants in London 
and elsewhere indicate that prices are tending downwards, Still a 
number of the firms here have old contracts to go on with, and so 
will be able to carry on their works partially. There are very few 
employers who have started their full number of hands, and, conse- 
quently, the foolish conduct of the men in getting up the strike is 
likely to be very seriously felt by many of the lower-paid classes dur- 
ing the present winter. The only places where the strike still lingers 
are at Messrs. John Abbot and Co.’s, Gateshead ; the Darlington Iron 
Company ; the Skerne Works, Darlington; Richardson and Johnson, 
and W. Whitwell and Co., Stockton; and Bolckow, Vaughan, and 
Co., Middlesbro’. In the latter case the Witton Park men stipulate 
that they shall have their old places before they return to work, but 
this the firm decline to accede to, as they mean to stand by those who 
left the Union, and returned to work some weeks ago. The Mid- 
dlesbro’ works of this company were not to be re-opened this year, 


but on the request of the men last week the managers consented to 
start a portion of the works on the trade terms. The difficulty above 
referred to has, however, stopped the men, and no settlement has yet 
been effected. 

The Stockton men hold out because the proprietors of some ad - 
joining works have never given notice for a reduction, and are now 
paying the wages which were generally given before the strike com- 
menced. One of these is a new works, and it is certainly question- 
able policy to start a fresh concern on prices higher than those paid 
by the trade of the district, as all action of this kind opens the way 
for future disputes, and is sure in the end to lead to unpleasant re- 
sults. The other works which have been in operation are all under 
the same general management, and it isalmost impossible to under- 
stand why they did not take part in the general movement for a re- 
duction, especially as they were the only manufacturers who did not 
adopt a simultaneous notice. That they are able to work to a profit - 
at the present high wages does not seem at all clear, for it is under- 
stood that no dividend for the past year has been declared in either 
of the concerns alluded to. It is expected, however, that in a few days 
work will be resumed by the Stockton men now on strike, The Dar- 
lington Iron Company are at present idle; the resolute action of this 
firm has won the general admiration of the trade in the district, and 
it is evident that Mr. Barningham is not going to be beaten. In- 
deed, it is currently reported that the firm have offers of a consi- 
derable number of men from a distance, and that as soon as the 
arrangements are completed the works will be recommenced, and 
the old hands will be left to provide themselves with work else- 
where. Abbot’s men are standing out because they have been sup- 
ported by the Brierley Hill Union, and as long as men can get 10s. 
to 15s. a week, and do nothing, there is a strong temptation to con- 
tinue the strike. 

Meanwhile, looking at the importations of labour during the strike, 
what are the results? Itis a fact that several firms have introduced 
a considerable number of hands from Staffordshire (North and South), 
South Yorkshire, and Scotland. Inaddition to the men thus thrown 
out, it is evident that not more than 75 per cent. of the old number 
of hands will be now set on, so that, with the men introduced from 
other places, nearly one-half the men who started on the strike will 
have no chance of resuming work till trade should very considerably 
improve. It is to be hoped that this, together with the serious con- 
sequences of the strike itself, will exercise a beneficial influence 
upon these infatuated ironworkers, who have been the willing dupes 
of leaders, in many cases, unscrupulous and unprincipled. A good 
deal is now being said about the high character of these leaders, 
and about their being only the tools in the hands of the men. Of 
course, this is nonsense and clap-trap. Where would all strikes be 
were it not for the mouthing leaders, who fatten on these great dis- 
putes? These men cannot be over-high principled, or they would 
not resort to the duplicity which has been adopted in many cases 
during the present strike; and, indeed, the way in which they have 
put the men’s case forward shows that they most wilfully perverted 
the facts of the case. It this is acting honourably, and with high 
principle, then the leaders of the men deserve the praises which 
have been heaped upon them, It is much better in all cases of this 
kind to speak plainly, and not to endeavour to gloss over the more 
unsightly aspects of a struggle of thiskind. The pig-iron trade here 
still continues very dull, but prices are somewhat firmer, and it is 
expected that we shall not find makers willing to go lower than they 
have now done. 





REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


GuLascow, Nov. 28.—The Pig-Iron Market is firmer this week, and 
quotations are 6d. better than they were at the close of last week for 
prompt cash, but it cannot be depended on foraday. Makers of 
ordinary g.m.b. are now sellers at almost same prices as brokers’ 
from store, and this is not likely to add to the firmness of prices, 
This is, perhaps, the worst feature of the trade, as makers have either 
entered into the market too early, or else are unable to hold longer. 
At the end of May this year there were in store the enormous quan- 
tity of 530,000 tons; while it is expected that at the end of this month 
there will not be more than 340,000 tons, a reduction which, in ordi- 
nary times, would have sent prices up 5s, ton ata bound. Now, 
this fact, it would appear, has little or no influence on prices, and 
scarcely affects the market one way or the other. The shipments for 
the week just ended are slightly in excess of last year, having been 
for this week 12,225 tons, against 10,900 tons same week in 1865, 
The quantity of Middlesbro’ iron in the market has had an adverse 
influence on prices here. To-day there is not a single transaction to 
report, the price at the close being 53s. 7}d. buyers, 53s. 9d. sellers, 
cash. Makers of Malleable Iron are much in need of orders, which 
cannot be had even at the lowest quotations, and the works are run- 
ning short time. The bankrupt concern, called the Phoenix Foundry, 
are contracting operations ; and although the concern was a flourish- 
ing undertaking, and had been so for half a century and more, the 
proprietor’s power over the business has gone into the hands of his 
creditors, and it is expected it will be brought to a close, or go into 
new hands immediately, as, in about a couple of months, the present 
contracts will have been finished. On Saturday a large number of 
hands were discharged, and only a few picked men are employed to 
finish the work in hand. 

Coals are dull of sale for house use, owing to the serious curtail- 
ment of all kinds of manufacturing and mercantile pursuits. Anum- 
ber of failures are expected here before long—not, happily, in the 
metal trades, but among the moneyed classes; and there is a wide- 
spread feeling of jealousy abroad as to who should be trusted and 
who should not. The turn of the year is much longed for, in order 
that the financial atmosphere may be purged of its ignitible ingre- 
dients. The foreign and coastwise shipments of coal are 22,695 tons, 
against 20,030 tons in the same week in 1865, which shows a slight 
increase, but there is a home decrease which far exceeds the slight 
increase in shipments. 

The Zimes, in speaking of the depression amongst the London ship- 
builders, says that the shipbuilding business of the Thames is falling into the 
hands of French and Clyde shipbuilders. So far as this remark is meant to ap- 
ply to the Clyde, it is without foundation, as a dozen of our principal shipbuilders 
could each take in hand another half-a-dozen vessels, as our building trade is nar- 
rowed to thesmallest possible limits. The yards of Govan, Partick, Meadowside, 
Pointhouse, Overnewton, Stobcross, Whiteinch, Renfrew, Dumbarton, Port Glas- 
gow, and Greenock, are nearly all empty, and 50 or 60 first-class vessels might 
be built in these yards within atwelvemonth. Thereare plenty of openings for 
vessels on the Clyde just now, ane favourable contracts might be entered into 
with parties in quest of fast steamers. Messrs. W. Denny Brothers, Dumbarton, 
have launched this week a very finely-modelled screw, of 1284 tons, named the 
Cairo, for the Hastern trade. Her length is 255 feet ; breadth, 82 feet; depth to 
spar-deck, 26% ft.; and her engines will be direct-action, of 200 horse-power,

REPORT *ROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Nov. 29.—The state of trade in North Derbyshire continues unal- 
tered, whilst the positionof thecolliers is somewhat peculiar. During 
the past week several meetings of Unionists have been held in the 
district, but it appears they are not to have it all their own way. The 
non-Union men have had their meetings, at several of which the 
agitators and their promises have been denounced as false and delu- 
sive, and calculated not only to injure the men and their families, 
but to bring all who join them under a tyranny of the worst charac- 
ter—the tyranny of professional demagogues, On Saturday notice 
was given to all the Springwell men who reside in the Staveley Com- 
pany’s houses to leave on Saturday next, so that it is more than likely 
that that pit will be closed. However, there are a good number of 
men who will not join the Union on any terms, and in the present 
depressed state of trade in Cornwall andother mining districts, it is not 
unlikely that large importations of labour will take place, as the pro- 
prietors are determined to be masters of their own property, and will 
not succumb to the dictation of those who are in no way connected 
with their works. To do so they are prepared to make considerable 





sacrifices, and are well aware they must give up no small portion of

their trade; so that it is more than likely that the Staveley men, should 


they return to work in the spring, may find that they have been fight- 


ing for nothing, and that they will be in a worse position than they 
wer? before. At Whittington the men are busily engaged in putting 
up huts and tents for those who have left their houses ; and as the 
number out will be considerably increased on Saturday, a large 
colony will be formed; but whether it will tend to the moral and 
material advantage of the colonists is very questionable indeed. 
In South Yorkshire the Iron Trade is by no means active, nor is 
there the slightest appearance of its being so. At Milton the pud- 
dlers have turned out, in consequence of the lads who have been in 
the habit of closing the furnace doors when the ball of iron is pulled 
out being taken from them: still it is not expected, in the present 
state of trade, that they will remain out. At Elsecar the men op- 
posed the same action, but gave way, and that part of the business is 
now done by the under-hands. The business done at most of the 
works is principally for plates, bars, sheets, and hoops, but the re- 
quirements of the trade are very moderate indeed. At Elsecar two 
sheet-mills, which have for some time been undergoing repairs, were 
set going on Tuesday. The Steel Works at Penistone are kept ac- 
tively at work, and a large quantity of steel (Bessemer) and engine- 
cranks and axles are being turned out. At the Frodingham, North 
Lincolnshire, and other works on the Trent, there is a large output 
of iron, the district being much busier than almost any other in the 
country. From the same locality there is alarge export of iron- 
stone to various works in Yorkshire and Derbyshire, for mixing with 
the native ore. The Coal Trade continues brisk, there being plenty 
of orders from the London and southern markets, both for Silkstone 
and Barnsley house qualities. There is not so much doing by the 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway for the Lancashire 
markets, owing to the numberof millsrunning short time. The ex- 
ports by way of Hull and Grimsby, to the North of Europe, continue, 
but, as late advices state that the ice is making its appearance on 
the Neva, we may shortly expect to see this branch of our trade 
closed for the season, and with it a number of steamers laid-up for 
the winter. There is not so much enquiry for coke, owing to the 
quietness in the iron trade, so that makers refrain from stocking, 
and just turn out as muchas is necessary for immediate requirements, 
The inundation of the Swallow Hill Colliery, near Barnsley, 
owing to the recent floods, has turned out of a rather serious cha- 
racter, The quantity of surface carried away is something enor- 
mous, so that some hundreds of tons will have to be laid down. 
During the week a considerable body of men have been engaged in 
repairing the roads, but a long time will elapse before the workings 
are cleared, and whether, seeing that the colliery has not been a re- 
markably profitable one, the outlay necessary will ever be returned 
into the pockets of the proprietors is a matter of question, At the 
North Gawber Colliery, where for a considerable time past one side 
has been entirely closed, owing to the accumulation of water, power- 
ful pumping engines, worked by compressed air, have just been put 
down by Messrs, Pigott and Farrar, and it is expected that early in 
the new year the workings will be cleared, so as to admit of the col- 
liers resuming their labours. At Bolton, Mr. Wilson is busily en-

FATAL COLLIERY ACCIDENT.—On Thursday a fatal accident took 
lace at the Wharncliffe Silkstone Colliery, situate about four miles from 
sarnsley, involving the loss of three lives. It appears that one of the wire 
ropes in No. 1 shaft broke last week, whilst the second one appeared to be quite 
good. On Thursday morning Frank Howden and Benjamin Goodlife, black- 
emiths, and Joseph Ogden, carpenter, were engaged in attaching a new rope to 
the drum, and having done so, they went to the bottom of the shaft to see that 
it worked freely. Being satisfled that the rope was properly adjusted, they sig- 
nalled to be taken up. The engine was then put in motion, and the cage 
(which was drawn by the second rope) had got about fifty yards up the shaft, 
when the rope broke, and precipitated the three men to the bottom. Assistance 
Was promptly rendered, and the men taken to the top, but two of them died be- 
fore the arrival of the surgeon, and the other one in about three hours after. 











REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Nov. 29.—In the home branch of the Iron Trade of South Wales 
business is conducted on the smallest scale possible—in fact, in most 
instances the late long-continued depression has increased, and the 
question of how the existing unpropitious state of things is to be met 
is seriously engaging the attention of masters. As stated last week, 
stocking at the present unremunerative quotations is entirely out of 
the question; even if prices were a little better, makers would not 
resort to such a process to keep their mills and furnaces fairly going 
until matters improved, and with the present rate of wages. Hence 
the ironmasters have only the alternative of either going on short 
time, and in many cases effecting a complete stoppage of operations, 
or adopt measures for bringing about a general reduction in wages, 
When notice of a reduction was given,some months since, there was 
no doubt that it could have been easily carried out, as the iron- 
workers were fully prepared to accept the terms, trusting to future 
improvement in the trade to restore the old scale of payment. A 
want of unanimity, however, among the employers prevented the 
notice being generally enforced, and the result was its withdrawal. 
There is a report that the question has again been seriously taken 
up, and it would not be at all surprising to ere long a second no- 
tice given for a reduction in wages. The time certainly is not more 
favourable now chan it was previously; indeed, it is doubtful whe- 
ther it is so propitious; for whilst provisions are equally as dear, 
with bread one-third higher in price, the demand for steam coal is 
brisk, the house coal collieries are more actively employed, and a 
scarcity of hands is experienced. Notwithstanding this, there is no 
doubt that if the matter was properly laid before the men they would 
fall in with it, for, as arule, they are opposed to strikes, and of late 
there has existed between them and their employers a greater feeling 
of confidence than was formerly the case. A few home specifica- 
tions have been placed, but they are of small worth, and large con- 
sumers, who formerly gave out their orders for thousands of tons, 
are now confining them to hundreds, There are, however, indica- 
tions that, after the winter months have passed away, an improved 
state of things will take place; but nodecided change for the beter 
will be effected until the monetary condition of y is brought 
back to its normal state, and confidence is restored throughout the 
commercial world. 

The export trade is, on the whole, fair, and considerable quanti- 
ties of railway iron, with a moderate supply of bundle and bar iron, 
have been cleared out for the foreign markets, chiefly for the Northern 
and Southern States of America, and orders from that country keep 
ily coming in. Immediate delivery in most cases, required, 
and the works securing them are actively pushing forward their exe- 
cution, so that as much as possible may be shipped before the ex- 
piration of the year. There is every prospect of a tolerably good 

business with Russia and the provinces of British North 
ica. The continental demand is rather slack, with the excep- 
is a fair enquiry; and transactions 
sr foreign markets are of an average character. A 
rovement has taken place in the enquiry for pig-iron, but 
noticeable extent. For tin-plates there is only a mode- 
rate 1and, but it is generally thought that old quotations will be 
restored at the commencement of the new year. The activity which 
has for so long a period characterised the Steam Coal Trade is well 
maintained. La quantities are being cleared out for the French, 
Spanish, and Mediterranean markets. The West Indies are good 
purchasers, and a fair tonnage has been shipped for the Antipodes, 
whilst the coaling stations of the mail-packet service are taking 
quite an average amount. Loading operations are being carried out 
at the several ports with much activity, and the docks are well filled 
with vessels chartered by coal shippers. For house qualities there 
is a fair local consumption, and the coasting trade is brisk.

The London and Merthyr Steam Coal Company's new works, near 
Hirwain, have been inaugurated by the transmission of the first loaded coal 
wagons over theirincline, There was a large party present, who took great 
interest in the proceedings, on account of the adoption of a novel plan to this 
district—running the railway wagons up to the pits’ mouth, instead of being 
loaded at the bottom of the incline from the colliery trams, thus ensuring con- 
siderable economy in the company’s plant, as well’as expedition in the work. 
The road is laid with the accuracy and strength of an ordinary locomotive way, 
and the hauling machinery is of great power. A single truck with its load 
weighs more than 15 tons, and the gradients are, for a great part of the dis- 
tance, in the proportion of one to six. It is stated that the company intend for 
the present to confine their operations to the two-feet-nine vein, which from its 
smokeless and extraordinary steam-producing qualities, is eagerly sought after 
by all colliery proprietors who have it within their reach. The output is 
shortly expected to be fully 200 tons per day, and when the works are thoroughly 
completed it is computed that quite double that quantity will be realised. 

The whole of the Aberaman Works and estate (about 1086 acres) 
have been sold to Powell's Duffryn Steam Coal Company (Limited). The Abera- 
man Works have been in the possession of Mr. C, Bailey, M.P., for the past 
twenty years or so, and they have been carried on steadily by that gentleman 
during the whole period. The price issaid to be under 150,000/., and the works 
are to be taken to as an outgoing concern, with no valuationof any kind, Al- 
though they are not large, being composed of four blast furnaces, a small forge 
and mill, they are compact, and capable of much extension. There is a large 
area of unworked minerals, and it is said a great part of the estate is freehold. 
The new company will not be wholly in possession until next January, 

Considerable additions are being made to the Pontardawe Che- 
mical Works, Swansea Valley, the works being very much extended. This, of 
course, is owing to the increase of trade to the concern, which cannot but be 
gratifying to the manager, Mr. Lewis Lewis, under whose able and careful 
supervision, as managing proprietor, the works are flourishing. 

A change is likely to take place in the postmastership of Swansea, 
the present postmaster, Mr. Bonell, having been superseded by an officer in 
charge from the General Post Office. It is probable that, should a change be 
effected, one of the chief clerks, Mr, T. R. Jones, an able and a long-tried officer, 
will stand a chance of the appointment.

They say that the productiveness of the velns is influenced by the passage 
of eross-courses through the grounds, and in searching they are apt to think it 
matter of great importance if they find cross-courses intercepting the right- 
vunn'ng veins. It is also important to pay attention to the dip, and if the 
veins take anothe~ direction to consider what effect will be produced by the alte- 
yation of angle at the points of junction. It is generally supposed if two veins 
fall together at an acute angle, they will be productive of ore at the Junction, This 
very far from being universally the case. Sometimes when the veins thus meet, 
syey run on together for some distance, until one of them proves to be the mas- 
tor as the miners say; or, perhaps, they fork off again, and then sometimes a 
great punch of ore will be found at the bifurcation, Sometimesthere is distinct 
evidence of veins being formed at the same time; and there is a belief that if 
two poor veins of this character meet they will makearich one, After alluding 
to various mines which furnished examples of these various points, the lecturer 
remarked that, although there was, no doubt, plenty of evidence in favour of all 
these opinions, he was bound to say that if they observed the reports sent up 
rom a Whole series of mines, they would find reason to doubt the good effects of 
wae-courses. They would often find it reported of veins that they were very 
neoductive until they came up to a cross-course. Then it would be said that 
‘yey were searching for the other part of the vein, which would be seen to be 
‘od when they got through the cross-course, At other times it would be said 
‘pat their profits had been interrupted by a cross-course, and that they did not 
eet to do very well till they got away from it; so that, taking the first class 
‘incidents, and weighing them with the second. the right conclusion was, pro- 
ply, that cross-courses might pass through rich and poor veins without having 
yy distinet effect on either. With regard to the direction of veins, there are 
facts Very suggestive and curious, as respects the comparative productiveness of 
phowe running Cast and west, and thoserunning northand south. On this point 
. quoted the cases of the Callington Mine, the Wheal Sparnon, the Wheal Lud- 
ott. and some others, and explained what the miners meant by the term wharp 
orhorse. The questions suggested by the different fillings of veins had been 
well studied in Saxony, where there were 900 different lodes, which had been 
well made out, and Werner had divided them into four classes, according to 
rhelr direction. After Werner, Welssenbagh proposed to divide veins, rather ac- 
cording to the spars contained in them than their metallic substances, Mr, 
Joseph Carne, of Penzance, had adopted a plan, founded upon Werner's, with re- 
gard to the Cornish veins, which, however, had now been considerably modified

n mining matters was a German named Schmidt, who published his ideas in 

4)0: and the late Prof, Zimmerman, of the Harz Mines, wrote a book to illus- 

trate Sehmidt’s discoveries. The great point of Schmidt was that the disloca- 
on on the dip and the dislocation horizontally were produced by the same 
causes and that both were the result of a single downward movement. 

The work which gives the greatest amount of detail on these points is that 
ot Mr. W. J. Henwood. The lecturer then, by a series of drawings and dia- 
grams, {lustrated the various kinds of dislocations in a vertical direction, quot* 
ing, also, the mines of St. Agnes, in Cornwall, those of Clausthal, in the Harz, 
ind those of Knockmahon, in Ireland. They were troublesome when they oc- 
curred In the more simple form, but when several successive events of this kind 
had taken place, the cases became very complicated, There was alittle gold mine 
in Hungary, called the Trinity, where the veins had been cut up four different 
times. As miners work in the dark, and only a small portion of ground is open 
to inspection at once, it was extremely puzzling to know what to do in cases like 
this, Everything, however, would depend on close examination and sound rea- 
soning upon such data as could be obtained. When they came to dislocations ina 
horizontal sense, they might be régarded more or less as the ordinary “ faults” 
of geology. It was in this class of dislocations they owed so much to the obser- 
vations of Behmidt, 

Many rules, before his time, had been laid down in order to find out the best 
mode of following the lode, but none of them were satisfactory, The best was that 
laid down by Zimmerman, which he arrived at from the previous observations 
of Schmidt, that wherever there has been a vertical shift there has been a hori- 
zontal shift as well. And so taking the dlp as before ascertained, we have data 
upon which we may determine the direction In which we must seek the dislo- 
cated part of the veln. When the two lodes dip contrariwise we must then fol- 
low the side of the acute angle. When they dip Within the right angle, then 
much depends on the depth of the dip, and we must follow the obtuse angle. 
When the dislocation has a less angular dip, then we must adopt special rules, 
whieh are only to be worked out according to each particular case, And the 
mode of working it out Is a very simple one. 

When a lode is lost by the dislocation produced by a cross-course, lay down on 
a horizontal plane the course and direction of underlie of both the lode and 
eross-course, When there will be observable a smaller and a larger angle at the 
point of intersection, except in those rare Case where the one happens to be 
exactly at right angles to the other. 

i.—Then, if the two veins (lode and cross-course) dip contrariwise—ji.¢., if 
there is more than aright angle between their lines of dip as taken in plan, 
drive along the slide on the side of the acute angle. 

2.—If they dip together, or within a right angle, when the dip of the lode is 
flatter than that of the cross-course, drive on the side of the obtuse angle. 

3.—If the cross-course is flatter than the lode, adopt the following general 
rule, depending on the deviation of the dip of the former from the line of inter- 
section of the two veins. 

General Rule.—At the point where the cross-course is touched determine and 
lay down horizontally the line of intersection of the two planes (lode and cross- 

course), Then from the same point project horizontally before you the line of 
dip of the cross-course or, in other words, draw a perpendicular to it in frontof 
you. Remark on which side of the line 
of intersection this perpendicular falls, B 
and on that side cut in, and drive for 
the other portion of the lode. h 

The line of intersection may be found AB tan. ow 
either approximately by geometrical aie 
construction, or more accurately by the 
trigonometrical formula,

Since the 
year 1860 Secondary fossils have been collected by several explorers, and the 
author, therefore, gave a history of their discovery, with lists of the genera, and 
of some of the species found in each locality. His own investigations of the 
country pear the Maranoa River, in Queensland, and the examination of col- 
lections sent to him from localities between there and the Flinders River, have led 
him to the belief that there exist in that area formations ranging from the Trias 
up to the Cretaceous, Mr, Clarke also stated that the deposits occurring on the 
eastern and western sides of Australia do not seem to be identical, fossils of the 
age of the Lias and Inferior Oolite having alone been obtained from the latter.
